She was hidden from view- 
by other cattle standing about. 
At

scampered away, but the forward loco­ 
motive struck the lying cow. 
The 
critter was crushed under the wheels 
of the pilot truck and rolled along the 
ties for IOO feet. 
The anim al’s blood 
made the rails slippery and pieces of 
bone threw the front locomotive from 
the track. 
The derailed locomotive 
pitched down an em bankm ent, draw ­ 
ing the second locomotive 
Into the 
ditch, where the two m achines piled 
up. 
crushing the engineers 
and the
